region.

LEANS Accompaning President Roos- 
ovelt—(/P)— The Navy dirigible Ma- 
con made contact with the cruiser 
Houston carrying President Roosevelt 
to Hawaii 1200 miles off the Pacific 
coast Thursday. 
In a series of spectacular maneuvers 


by the airship and her planes, papers 
were dropped aboard the warshi. 


Heralded by two of the planes which 


the dirgible carries, the Macon arrived 
over the Houston shortly after noon. 
The planes guided the Macon over 
the Houston. 


As the planes Hew back into the 


body of the Macon the president sent 
the following message to the airship: 


"The president compliments you and 


-your planes and your fine perform-. 
ance and excellent navigation. Well 
done, and thank you for the papers." 


The Macon soared away, and within 


an hour disappeared headed for her 
base at Sunnydale, Calif., the cruisers 
Houston and New Orleans, carrying 
the presidential party and accompan- 
ing newspapermen contiued on to Ha- 


waii. 
While awaiting arrival of the Macon, 


cruising through alternate sunshine 
and rain from Sunnydale, Calif., the 
president worked on a selection o 
new federal appointes. 


He gave particular attention to rail 


road affairs, to looking over names 
for the new Federal Mediation Board 
and the Railroad Retirement Board 
which will administer the new pension 
act. 


The president received reports of

Unified Air Force 
^Opposed in Report 


Mitchell Proposal Reject- 


ed—But Building of 


Planes Is Urged

WASHINGTON.-Creation of a uni- 


fied air,force—one of the most hotly 
contested, questions in American ae- 
ronautical policy—is opposed im the 
report just made to Secretary ,Dern 
by the special Aviation Committee 
headed by Newton D. Baker, former 
secretary of war. 


The committee said that its three- 


months' study of American aviation 
problems showed the United States 
was second to no other nation in ae- 
ronautics. 


The committee said that, since the 


United States' Military and naval av- 
iation have developed to their pres-* 
ent status through separate army and 
navy Air Corps ,it would be folly to 
make a radical change. 


More Planes Advocated 


The report also said the Army Air 


Corps lacked sufficient fighting planes 
for its highest possible wartime effi- 
ciency, and recommended immediate 
construction of more combat and at- 
tack planes. The Army Air Corps 
has between 1,300 and 1,400 service- 
able planes. 


The Baker committee found the ra- 


tio of training, observation, transport 
and other non-fighting types was so 
high as to reduce drastically the Air 
Corps' fighting effiicency. 


It is estimated that although the 


United States has more planes, this 
country ranked below Japan in fight- 
ing planes and on an approximate 
equality with Great Britain. 


Strength Compared 


The world air powers are estimated 


to rank: Russia and 
France, 
3,000 


planes each; United States (including 
army and navy), 2,800; Japan, 2,500, 
and 
Great Britain, 1,400. The an- 


nouncement in London

Great Britain would construct 41 ad- 
ditional squadrons of approximately 
500 planes would bring that nation 
ahead of the United 'States in air 
fighting forces.

12 planes, the expansion will mean 
addition of nearly 500 planes to carry 
out the British plan to make this 
country equal in air strength to any 
power within striking distance. 


A leading air authority said that the 


number of first line aircraft of Great 
Britain at the end of 193.1 was 840, 
and that the 41 new squadrons would 
bring it to about 1,300. 


"The rate at which this program 


can be carried out must depend upon 
various considerations, including fi- 
nance, which I cannot specify now," 
said Baldwin.

If the cream is skimmed from the top 
it is the same as heavy cream, but if 
the top and bottom are stirred to geth- 
er the result is less rich and some 
other shortening is needed. 


Remember the one-half teaspoon ol 


soda is used with one cup of sour 
cream and be careful to measure. i 
curutely. The amount of baking pow- 
der ordinarily used is reduced one- 
half. 


Heavy, solid cream is used to make 


pies orf tart fillings, sour cream frost- 
ing and some salad dressings. Quick 
bread, cookies and puddings of cake- 
like texture can be made of light 
cream with a small amount of addi- 
tional shortening.

cinnamon, 2 drops vanilla, 4 table- 
spoons lemon juice, 2 tablespoons vin- 
egar, 1 tablespoon water, yolks of two 
eggs, lk cup heavy sour cream. 


Mix and sift t'liur, salt, cinnamon, 


sugar, celery salt and paprica. Add to 
melted butter and stir thoroughly un- 
til blended. Stir in lemon juice, vin- 
egar and wafer. Cook and slir over 
a low fire until thick and tsmooth. Re- 
move from fire and stir in yolks of 
eggs. Let cool, chill cream and whip 
until firm. Add with vanilla to cool- 
ed mixture. 


These seasonings, carefully selected 


and blended make a salad dressing for 
fruits. Tho omission of cinnamon and 
vunilla and the addition of onion juice 
jind mustard produce dressing for use 
with vegetables' and meats.

Dwight Isely. associate entomologist, 


UnlVErsitj- of Arkansas, sends the fol- 
lowing information to Frank R. Stan- 
ley, tounty agent of timely import- 
ance now relative to boll weevil and 
COUori leaf worm:

"t would expect the second period 


of infestation to begin son. 
Perhaps 


h Is already in progress in the most 
southern counties. It is during this 
sttonA period (that is the infestation 
Mused'by weevils which mature this 
year) when heavy injury really be- 
gins. 


"In the years when I was doing 


cotton dusting, 1 got my biggest re- 
turns 'from dusting during the last 
two weeks in July .that is. against 
wevils which are matured that sea- 
son. The period of injury 
of 
the 


<jver-winter 
weevils, which begins 


when cotton starts squaring, is usu- 
ally short. 
"Of course, if it is extensive, some 


good may be gained by dusting. But 
at that time the plants are smal and 
if hot dry weather follows the threat- 
ened outbreak may not materialize. 
As a result early dusting often fails 
to show returns. However, If an out- 
fcre*k is underway, by the middle of 
July the plants are larger and hot 
Mother will not stop a weevil out- 
briak as abruptly. If Arkansas as a 
•whole is having the hot dry weather 
that we are having here, I would not 
fctpect the weevil injury to be very 
great. On the other hand, rains can 
make it a big weevil year. We are 
approaching the critical period now. 
, l?We usually have a first report of 
cottdn worm occurrence in Arkansas 
between July 15 and 20. I have a 
fetter 
from 
Profesor, Harned, in 


charge of Cotton Insect Infestations in 
the Bureau of Entomology, that two 
generations of cotton worms had been 
observed in southeastern Texas."

If 
there is .any vision that can come to 
strengthen and hearten a man, heis 
more likely to get it standing upon a 
mountain than hiding in a cave. 


It was not long before Elijah had a 


tremendous vision. A great wjnd- 
storm rent the mountains arid broko 
the rocks, and after the wind thero 
came a great earthquake, and afttr 
the earthquake there was a fire, but 
not in hte wind, earthquake or fire 
did Elijah hear the voice of the Lord 
although he felt his presence. 


But after all thes manifestations 


came a still small voice inquiring 
concerning Elijah's trouble, giving him 
i commision to fulfill, that he should 
anoint new kings over Syria and Is. 
real and Elisha as a prophet in his 
place. 


Then came also, the mild rebuke 


of the still voice, reminding Elijah 
hat there were still 7000 in Isreal who 
lad not bowed the knee to Baal. 


Elijah might have been saved this 


gloomy and desperate experience if 
ic had only been able to see these 
7000 faithful saints. How often we 
make similar misappraisals of the for- 
ces of right that surround us!

Every night in the State of Arkan- 


sas lights on more than 250 miles of 
Federal airways flash on to guide air- 
men safely on their journeys. These 
lights, established by the Bureau of 
Air Commerce of the Department of 
Commerce as a part of the federal 
ystem which extends into nearly ev- 
ery section of the country, consist of 
.3 airways rotating beacons at 10 to 
5-mile intervals to outline the roules, 
and boundary lights at the 4 Depart- 
ment of Commerce intermediate land- 
ng fields which, in conjunction with 
other airports, are spaced 40 to 50 
miles apart. 


This state is served by the Dallas- 


Louisville lighted airway. The New 
Orleans-St. Louis airway which is 
now being surveyed will go through 
the extreme northeastern part of Ar- 
kansas, adding about 34 miles to the 
lotal airway mileage in the state. 


As a part of the Federal Airways 


System in Arkansas, the Bureau of 
Air Commerce maintains a radio com- 
munication station at Little Rock for 
the broadcast of weather information 
to aircraft in flight and to airports 
not 
located 
on the airways. Also 


there are radio range beacons at Lit- 
tle Rock and Texarkana which pro- 
vide directive signals to mark the 
courses for airmen flying while vis- 
ibility is poor. .There are two tele- 
typewriter stations in the state at Lit- 
tle Rock and Texarkana which are 
connected by leased wires for the 


i collection and transmission of aero- 


I nautical weather reports to the air- 
! ports and the radio stations for broad- 
cast. Department of Commerce inter- 
mediate landing fields for the emer- 
gency use of all pilots flying in Ark- 
ansas are available at Prescott, Mal- 
vern. Hazen and Forrest City. These 
fields are conditioned for the opera- 
tion of aircraft, marked for day iden- 
tification and are boundary lighted 
for night use. Caretakers are 
em- 


ployed to sec that the fields are al- 
ways in proper condition.

My Position on the Salary Ad 


London has so far escaped earth- 


quake shocks because it rests on a 
bed of soft clay, according to beliefs. 


There has been a good ojeal said about a county 


salary act. I want the people to know how I stand on 
this question. Two years ago the Hempstead County 
Taxpayers' League recommended the salaries of the 
various county officers, beginning August 1, 1932. 
I signed np and agreed to abide by this salary schedule, 
and have lived up to my agreement. Under this sche- 
dule, the salary of the assessor was fixed at $1800.00 
a year, with $300.00 for necessary traveling expenses, 
which amounts in all to $175.00 a month; and this is all 
I have drawn since August 1, 1932. Under the law the 
assessor's salary is fixed at $3000.00 a year, or $250.00 
a. month with expenses, and I could have drawn that 
amount, but I have lived up to my agreement and have 
drawn only $150.00 a month salary and $25.00 a month 
for traveling expenses, or $175.00 a month in all. 


Under this salary schedule as recommended by the 


League, the county clerk's salary was fixed at $1800.00 
a year, with a salary of $1200.00 a year for his deputy, 
and $300.00 additional as long as he is required to 
make the tax books. It is my understanding that the 
Taxpayers' League met recently and adopted the same 
schedule as was adopted in 1932, and that this League 
proposes to initiate an act fixing the salaries of the 
county officers according to the 1932 schedule. I am 
willing and hereby agree, if I am elected clerk, to a- 
bide by said salary schedule and will only accept $18- 
00.00 a year salary, with $300.00 additional as long 
as I am required to make the tax books, and that my 
deputy will receive $1200.00 a year, and this is all the 
salary I will accept, regardless of whether said act is 
initiated and adopted or not.
